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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated Chen (US 
6,619,829). 

3. Regarding claim 1, Chen discloses a lamp comprising an incandescent lamp 13 
providing normal illuminating function and an optical waveguide 20 arranged as a 
diffusing screen wherein light from the lamp 13 radiates through the diffusing screen . 
(see Figures 2 and 3, and column 2, lines 15-33). 

4. Regarding claim 2, the lamp further comprises at least one light-emitting diode 15 
for providing ambient illumination, wherein light from the light-emitting diode is injected 
into the optical waveguide 20 and the light is output at a plurality of interference points 
24(see Figures 2 and 3, and column 2, lines 35-63). 

5. Regarding claim 3, the lamp further comprises a further luminous device 15 
below the diffusing screen 20 to provide a further illumination function in addition to the 
normal illuminating function 13 (see Figures 2 and 3, and column 2, lines 35-63). 
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6. Regarding claim 4, the diffusing screen 20 is associated with the incandescent 
lamp 13 with first diffusing points, and the further luminous device 15 is associated with 
the diffusing screen 20 by second diffusing points (see Figures 2 and 3, and column 2, 
lines 35-63). 

7. Regarding claim 5, the lamp further comprises a reflector (bottom of the base 11) 
such that light diffused by the interference points is reflected back to the optical 
waveguide 20 (see Figures 2 and 3, and column 2, lines 29-33). 

8. Regarding claim 6, the interference points 24 are formed to provide light output 
points in order to form a continuous light output area having essentially a constant light 
intensity (see column 2, lines 52-63). 

9. Regarding claim 7, Applicant recites an intended use of the lamp. It has been 
. held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is 
intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art 
apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations (see Ex parte Masham, 2 
USPQ2d 1647). Examiner notes, however, that the normal light 13 and ambient lamp 
15 in Chen are capable of being switched on independently of one another. 

10. Regarding claim 8, Chen discloses a lamp comprising an incandescent lamp 13 
for providing normal illuminating function and a disk 20 arranged as a diffusing screen 
for light from the lamp 13 wherein the disk emits light for the ambient illuminating 
function 15 by a voltage being applied (see Figures 2 and 3, and column 2, lines 15-63).
